: By the end of the lesson the students will be able to; 

- describe animals 


- Know the name of animals: -dolphin, pigeon, ladybird, frog, and bee 

- Use the following sentences in proper way: - it is a black and yellow bee, 
it is a grey dolphin, it is a green frog, and it is a white pigeon, and so on. 


Warm up 

Aim : The aim is to prepare the students for the lesson, to trigger their background knowledge 
about the topic and introduce them to the topic. 



What the teacher does : The teacher gets into the classroom and greets the students. He tells them 
something about the weather and then he asks them if they remember what they had learned in 
the previous class. To make a small revision, he asks them a couple of questions about the 
weather conditions (the previous topic is weather). Then he tells them what happens to the 
animals in rainy weather or any kind of weather. By that transition, he starts the unit Nature. 

What students do: Students listen to the teacher and they repeat what the teacher says. 

Materials : PowerPoint presentation 

Timing : 6 minutes 

Grouping : Whole Class 

Interaction: T-S 


Present 

Aim : to introduce the students to the vocabulary and structure by means of a PowerPoint and 
figure cutouts. 

What the teacher does : Then he opens a PowerPoint presentation and introduces the vocabulary 
items which they will learn and introduces the language structure. He will present each animal 
and will encourage the students to repeat the words after him. Words will be practiced 3 or 4 
times. 

What students do : Students will first listen to the PowerPoint presentation and will try to repeat 
the words with the teacher. On the second time, the teacher will show figure cutouts and ask 
students questions about those animals. On the third or fourth time of the repetition of the 
presentation, the teacher will make the students ask about the presentation to each other. 

Material : PowerPoint, Animal Figure Cutouts. 

Timing : 10 minutes 

Grouping : Whole Class 

Interaction : T-S, S-S 


Additional Info : Body language and gestures should be used appropriately to make it clear to the 
students because they might not be fa mi liar to the name of the animals and they might have 
difficulties in understanding it. 



Practice 


Aim: to practice the name of animals and the language structure by listening to a dialogue 
record. 

What the teacher does: the teacher will stick the flash cards about animals to the board and ask 
the students to write down the name of the animal and the description of the animal. After 
completing that activity the teacher will play a listening track about an event and ask students to 
write down the animal names and the description of the animals down. 

What students do: First the students will write down the correct animal name with the linguistic 
structure under the flash card on the board later they will tick the right column for the animal 
description. In that chart, students will also have to write down their favorite animal, to 
encourage the students to interact with their peers, there will be a part where they have to learn 
about their friend’s favorite animal and write it down. 

Materials: Flash cards, Chart. 

Timing: 10 minutes 

Grouping: Whole class 

Interaction : T-S, S-T 


Produce 

Aim : To teach the animals and language structure with the help of the art craft activity. 

What the teacher does: the teacher distributes the sheets that contain animal pictures which are 
learned. Each student cuts one of their favorite animals and pastes it to make an Identity Card for 
the animal. 

What students do ; students cut and paste the animal picture. They make an ID for the animal 
using the language structure that is taught. 

Materials: ID card, Animal pictures. 

Timing: 10 minutes 

Grouping: Individual, pair 


Interaction: T-S, S-S 



Additional Info: Students will be distributed an Animal Police ID which will have their 
information and their picture on it. On the back of it, there will be two different sheets of paper, 
first one will contain the chart for the listening record and the second one will be for their Partner 
Police Officer Animal ID. 


Wrap up 

Aim: The aim is to check students’ comprehension about the language structure and name of 
animals. 

What teacher does: the teacher opens a game on the smart board. The game is designed by a soft 
ware program called Hot Potato. In the game, player is required to drag the picture and match it 
with the right sentences such as; bee picture should be matched with sentences ‘it is a bee’. 
Teacher asks some of students to match the pictures, before a student makes the move, he/she 
should explain why he chose that sentences. 

What students do : Students will come in front of the classroom and match the pictures with the 
correct sentences 

Materials : Software program ‘Hot Potato’ 

Timing ; 4 minutes 
Grouping: Whole Class

Additional Info: 


- In case of some tech, problem, as a backup activity on wrap up section, the teacher shows the 
flash cards to the students and asks them to describe. Students will say the names of the animals 
and try to describe the animals. 



- The teacher should make the students aware about the classroom rules and make clear that they, 
all together, decided on the rules. As a result, the students will pay more attention to the rules 
because it is their own rules. 

- The aim of this lesson is also to take students awareness about animal rights. The moral lesson 
will be about protecting animals. That’s why police theme is chosen for activities.
